The trade bill passed by the Se- 
nate last Friday grants the Soviet 
Union “most-favoured-nation” trade 
status, but calls for a re-examina- 
Hon after 18 months, based on So- 
viet action on emigration requests. 
President Ford has yet to sign the 
bill, and the two Houses of Con- 
gress must work out differences be- 
tween their seperate versions. 

Tass published the text of a letter 
from Foreign Minister Andre! Gro- 
myko which it said was handed to 
Kissinger on October 26. 

Gromyko protested that “elucida- 
tions" given by the Soviet Union 
were interpreted by the U.S. as

He repeatedly stressed the need 
for Israel to cleave to its real 
values, holding that the Jewish 
people had always extricated itself 
from dire straits to great achieve- 
ments by virtue of faith in 
its destiny. He streased that in the 
final analysis Israel's international 
standing and security capacity 
hinged on its internal strength. 

Noting Sadat's remark that peace 
would not come in this generation, 
Mr. Peres stressed that what was 
at stake was not how much terri- 
tory Israel would give up but how 
far the Arabs were ready to move 
away from tension and friction;

Although it has long been berecd 
that the C-o-L increment shouid be 
80 per cent, the employers — backed 
by the Government — have demand- 
ed that current wage contracts be 
extended for another year. The 
Histadrut at first adamantly oppos- 
ed this, but gradually gave way, 
offering’ to extend the contracts for 
three months, at first, then for six 
months. 

On the other hand the Histadrut 
says it will not give in on the 
demand by em that any in- 
crement should be excluded from 
the gross salary when payment (by 
the employer) of benefits calculated 
as ἃ percentage of the salary are 
paid. Both sides have agreed that 
only 11200, at most, will be paid in 
cash; anything above that will be 
paid in Government bonds. The max- 
tmum increment is 11,300, paid on 
8 basic-wage ceiling of TL1,000. 

Although the Histadrut is thought 
likely to give in on extending the 
wage contracts, employers will pro- 
bably have to compromise on pay- 
ment of all social benefits on the 
C-o-L, increment. 

The Histadrut Secretary-General, 
Yeruham Meshel, expressed con- 
fidence yesterday that the agree- 
ment would be signed today. He 
told a workers’ group in Nes Ziona 


that the Histadrut would demand 
that extension of the wage contracts 
be accompanied by “an acceptable 
tax reform” by the Government. 
The Histadrut, he said, insisted on 
such a reform to distribute the tax 
burden more evenly on all classes 
of earners, and to increase the in- 
centive for more productivity (thus 
helping exports as well). 

Some Finance Ministry officials 
believe that the signing of the 
agreement has been a foregone con- 
clusion for some time now, and that 
negotiations are being held more 
for the sake of prestige and ‘face 
saving” than to decide on any is- 
sues. 

As for the tax reform, the Govern- 
ment has been promising to take 
action on this since it announced 
the devaluation. Such reform would 
constitute the third step in a process 
which began with the “anti-inflation 
measures” announced in July. In- 
deed, the Finance Minister hag al- 
ready anrounced the appointment of 
@ committee of five experts, headed 
by Prof. Haim Shahar, to propose 
such reforms. 


However, Mr. Meshel’s reference 
to the tax reform might also be 
seen as & warning of a potential 
confrontation, for the Histadrut is 
not likely to accept taclily some of 
the proposals the committee is bound 
to make about changes in the wage 
policy, One of these, for example, 
may well be a radical change in the 
use of an automatic C-o-L inere- 
ment which, most economists and 
Treasury officials feel, does not 
fulfil its intended function in times 
of inflation. 


Bar-Lev: Export premium

Intensified security 
for Christmas

BETHLEHEM. — intensified secur- 
ity arrangements will be taken dur- 
ing Christmas celebrations in Beth- 
Iehem this year, it was announced 
here yesterday by Sgan-Aluf Shab- 
tai Brill, military commandant of 

the Bethlehem area. 

Speaking at a press conference 
given jointly by bis command, the 
Ministry for Tourism and the police, 
Brill declined to elaborate with re- 
gard to the security measures but 
said they would be adequate, as the 
authorities were fully aware of the 
situation. He said the various church 


authorities have been fully informed 


of the measures and have concur- 
red with them. Christmas is celeb- 
rated in the Church of Nativity here 
on December 24 by Roman Catho- 
lics, on January 6 by the Greek Or- 
thodox, Coptic and Syrian Churches 
and on January 18 by the Armenian 
Church. 

As in past years, Brill said the 
army’s role will be limited to main- 
taining law and order in cooperation 
with the police and to providing 
help in various organizational as- 
pects of the celebrations. These in- 
clude provision of special illumina- 
tion, a loud speaker system, piped 
music and a closed circuit television 
system which will enable the thous- 
ands who will gather in Manger 
Square, unable to attend prayers 


inside the basilica, to follow the 
ceremony on a large screen 

He pointed out that the arrange- 
ments have now become a matter of 
routine. With three Christmas celeb- 
rations a year, that of December 24 
next will be the 22nd for which 
the military authorities are provid- 
ing security and organizational as- 
sistance. 


This year Christmas cere- 
monies will be televized abroad via 
satellite. 

Traffic routes to Bethlehem will 
be closed from 8:30 a.m. on Decem- 
ber 24, except to residents of the 
city and holders of special passes. 
‘These are being issued by the police 
and in the case of tourists, by the 
various Government Tourist offices. 
Passes will be available up to and 
including December 24, and the 
Tourist Ministry will set up a spe- 
cial office at Ben-Gurion Airport on 
December 24 to deal with late ar- 
rivals. 

Buses will be chartered to Manger 
Square from Jerusalem, Tel Aviv, 
Haifa and Netanya. Other buses and 
taxis will operate between Jerusalem 
and Bethlehem. - 

Nine choirs, four of them coming 
from the U.S. and Britain, will sing 
in the square between five and nine 
p-m. on the 24th, hours during which 
there is 2 break in the official cere- 
mony. Other music during these 
hours will be provided by the police 
band.

Back-rent 
murder trial 


begins in T.A. 


TEL AVIV, — The Biton brothers 
— Gavriel and Yitzhak —- decided 
on ten minutes notice to murder 
their elderly Tel Aviv landlords iast 
August, according to a statement 
by Gavriel to police after his arrest. 
The statement was read out yester- 
day at the be; g of Gavriel’s 
trial in the District Court here. 

The other brother, Yitthak 
C(‘Jacques") committed suicide 
shortly after his arrest. 

According to ithe statement, 
which Biton yesterday denied, the 
two brothers had fallen IL2,000 
behind in rent payments to Regina 
and Shmuel Horesh for the Tel 
Aviv flat, from which they ran an 
“acquaintance bureau.” When Horesh 
telephoned in August to say that 
his wife was coming to collect the 
rent, and that they would be evict- 
ed tf they did not pay, the brothers 
allegedly decided on murder, ag 
they were already 1130,000 in debt 
elsewhere. They closed the shutters 
and turned up the TV and tape 
recorder, and when Mrs. Horesh 
entered ten minutes later Jacques 
hit ber repeatedly on the head with 
a wrench while Gavriel strangled 
her. Gavriel, the statement said, 
eventually killed her with cord found 
in a drawer. 

They then allegedy took her keys 
from the body, went to the Horesh 
flat, and strangied 80-year-old 
Shmuel Horesh from behind as he 
was watching TV. 

Gavriel yesterday conducted his 
defence in paraliel -—- but not in 
cooperation — with his court- 
appointed attorney. He has dismissed 
several court-appointed lawyers 
since he was charged. 

No date was set for the next 
session in the trial.

Homes: young people before 
settlers, says German expert

TEL AVIV. — Israel's desire to 
house people equally is commend- 
able, but it creates “intolerable 


᾿ burdens” in more ways than one. 


This is the opinion of Dr. Hans 
Kampffmeyer, General-Secretary of 
the West German Society for Hous- 
ing, Town-Building and Regional 
Planning, and head of an interna- 
tional committee of experts on social 
Planning. “As a socialist it pains 
‘me to criticize equality; as a town 
planner I know uniformity is the 
enemy of good living,” said Mr. 
Kampffmeyer who is here for the 
international conference on housing 
being held in Tel Aviv. 

In Frankfurt, where he was a 
town councillor for 16 years and 
was responsible for much of the 
reconstruction work on the bombed- 
out city, he sponsored a project 
which gave 25,000 citizens a new 
housing estate “but in a way which 
retained the traditions of Frank- 


furt's living habits." In Israel, a 
country he firat visited 10 years 
ago, he was atruck by the bleak 
uniformity of the towns. “This need 
not necessarily be so, even if the 
funds for ennstruction come from 
central sources. Indeed, the kibbut- 
zim, also supported from central 
funds, have found a way to be dif- 
ferent.” 


Dr. Kampffmeyer says he finds it 
hard to understand why the state 
considers it necessary to devote 
most of its housing resources to 
new immigrants while the youth 
born in this country suffers. “Tt is 
the young people who go to war. 
They live dangerously, and they 
live at a heightened pace. They are 
the first to be entitled to homes to 
have 2 family. New immigrants can 
wait a Uttle. They can find less than 
perfect accommodation for a time.” 


Dr. Kampffmeyer suggests that 
half of new accommodation should 
be reserved for young men. 


YEARS OF 
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Seamen end 


sanctions

HAIFA. — The Seamen’s Union 
(ratings) yesterday suddenly called 
off thetr sanctions, which they in- 
troduced on Sunday evening, and 
allowed ships to sail A statement 
said only that the seamen were 
inspired to end the sanctions “by 
a sense of national responsibility in 
general and towards the couttry’s 
merchant marine in cular.” ‘The 
statement said also that the union 
secretaries had met the Transport 
Minister and Treasury represent- 

atives yesterday afternoon. 

No explanation could be obtalned 
here on what was agreed at yester- 
day’s meeting. 

‘The sanctions followed a decision 
of the Finance Ministry to charge the 
seamen income tax on their foreign 
exchange earnings at the rate of six 
pounds to the dollar instead of 
IL4.20 as before the devaluation. 
The probable formula, observers 
here said, is likely to be the enforce- 
ment of the new exchange rate, 
and to compensate the seamen by a 
correspondingly higher tax-exempt 
amount of their wages.

Although the fact that the 
sanctions were over was known in 
the Knesset, three of the four MKs 
who had tabled urgent motions for 
the agenda about it made their 
speeches just the same, on the 
grounds that strikes as a symptom 
were stil] as serious as ever.

Ya’acohi said the strike cost some 
$200,000. He urged that strikes of 
this mature be preceded by a secret 
ballot in future. He agreed that the 
four motions be referred to the 
plenum for a full-dress debate.

Women volunteers to inspect 
private shelters in Tel Aviv

TEL AVIV. — Three hundred vojun- 


teers from women's organizations 
will begin visiting private air- 
raid shelters throughout the city on 
December 29 to see whether they 
are properly maintained and ade- 
quately suppHed. 


that the women would cover thou- 
sands of shelters and their survey 
would end on January 30. Hach vo- 
lunteer would be given special iden- 
tification. 

The object of the survey is to 
see if shelters are free of refuse, 
clean, supplied with water and elec- 
tricity and equipped with elemen- 
tary first-aid supplies. Special at- 
tention will be paid to whether 
every tenant in a building has a 
key to the shelter. In many apart- 
ment houses the key is held by 


one family, which might not be home 
in an emergency. 

The reports on shelters will go 
to municipal inspectors, who will 
revisit shelters where conditions are 
inadequalte to see whether improve- 
ments have been made. In cases 
of neglect, the inspectors may issue 
summonses, fines or even re- 
commend prosecution. 

Another programme for women 
volunteers is the signing up of 
women to do emergency driving 
jobs in case of war or emergency. 
There were many such volunteers 
during the Yom Kippur War, but 
many could not be employed for lack 
of coordination, The idea now is to 
make arrangements in advance of 
any future emergency. Women 
willing to do emergency driving in 
town should telephone 237368 at 
City Haul.

Bert, who had admitted guilt, 
caused a sensation when the trial 
opened by saying the French wine 
industry was riddled with fraud and 
telling the court: “There are thou- 
sands like me.” 

Two wine dealers were given one- 
year suspended sentences and two 
more six-month suspended sentences.

Meanwhile, heavy fire forced about 
70 government militia troops to re- 
treat from a bridge near Don Luan 
and another one near Bo ‘Due, 
another district town 65 kms. to 
the north, the command reported. 

The government also reported 
South Vietnamese losses in the 13- 
day-old Communist offensive had 
risen to 4,970 men, including 877 
killed, 3,360 wounded and 733 miss- 
ing.

LONDON (UPI). — Scotland Yard issued a nationwide alert yes- 
terday for two young girls sought as prime suspects in three bomb- 
ings (on Tuesday night, one of which killed a telephone operator.

It kilied telephone operator George 
Arthur, a 85-year-old native of

He was the 52nd victim of bomb- 
ings in England blamed on the out- 
lawed IRA's campaign to drive Bri- 
tish troops out of Northern Ire- 
land. 

Last month fatal bombings killed 
21 at two Birmingham pubs and led 
to the enactment of tougher anti- 
terrorism measures and the outlaw- 
ing of the IRA and front organi- 
zations in Britain. 

All of Tuesday’s three blasts, in 
the Soho entertainment district, 
nearby Bloomsbury and in Chelsea, 
three kilometres away, were aimed 
at post office telephone exchanges. 

Tom Jackson, general secretary of 
the Post Office Workers’ Union, whe 


toured the bomb targets, said, “This 
fs an absolute bloody outrage.” 

Jackson summoned his aides to 
discuss additional security for com- 
munications workers. Mall boxes In 
central London areas were already 
éealed up following 2 rash of pillar 
box-bombs that injured 29 persons 
earlier this month. 

They came a year after mail 
bombs injured seven postal workers 
during the heavy mail fow before 
Christmas, 1973. 

The latest blasts interrupted δ 
Christmas party for detectives of 
Scotland Yard's bomb specialists. 
They ordered the evacuation of 
theatres, movie houses and pubs and 
led a metre by metre search of the 
West End entertainment district. 

One of the shows that ended pre- 
maturely was “The Gingerbread 
Lady” starring American actress 
Elaine Stritch. A blast rocked the 
Phoenix Theatre, causing Misa 
Stritch to drop a glass she was 
holding on stage, and sent scenery 
and masonry flying. 


Common Market works to 
cut dependence on M-E oil 


, BRUSSELS (AP).-—-'The nine Com- 


mon Market countries are planning 
to spend about §300,000m. over the 
next 10 years to cut down their 
dependence on Middle East oll and 
other outside energy sources, Energy 
Commissioner Henri Stmonet said 


yesterday. 

He estimated that $144,000m. of 
this sum will go for nuclear elec- 
tric power plants. The measures 
considered by representatives of 
the nine governments in Brussels on 
‘Tuesday would have them producing 
half their energy needs by 1985, 
instead of the present 37 per cent. 

Simonet also told a news con- 
ference France has agreed to 
be represented with the other Com- 
mon Market countries at the new 
International Energy Agency (TEA) 
in Paris by an “active observer.” 
This procedure emerged from the 
Martinique conference between U.S. 
President Ford and French Presi- 
dent Giscard d’Estaing as a device 


to circumvent the refusal of the 
French government to join the ISA. 

However, Simonet stressed, for 
talks with the oil-producing coun- 
tries, the consumers must agree 
among themselves on how to ap- 
proach such questions as price. The 
Europeans, he noted, have still not 
agreed on how to share out off if 
there is a new shortage. 

Simonet was wary of a West 
German proposal to import oil pro- 
ducts free of duty from a new 
refipery to be built in Iran. He 
said that this would leave refinery 
capacity idle in Europe and would 
increase its dependence on imports 
of refined products. 

He told a questioner that if 
Western Europe wants to keep up 
its capacity to produce coal, it will 
have to give guarantees to inves~ 
tors and to labour that their future 
will not be called into question 
again in two or three years time 
if there is a change in the situation.

Three slain in Basque provinces - 


MADRID (UPI), — Three persons 
including a police commander died 
by gunfire in Spain's politiwally 
restless Basque provinces on Tues- 
day night, police sources sald yes- 
terday. 


The sources blamed Basque 
separatists for the sub-machinegun 
slaying of a Guardia Oivil (armed 
rural police) commander and his 
aide at the town of Mondragon.

Britain urged to stop sending 
refugees back to China 


TAIPEI. — The Nationalist Chinese 
authorities are making appeals to 
Britain and the Hongkong govern- 
ment to stop repatriating refugees 
from Communist China back to 
the mainland. The “iNegal immi- 
grants” have started being de- 
ported from Hongkong from Nov- 
ember 30 and. within a week 47 
were handed back to the Peking 
authorities at a border point. 

The head of the Relief Associa- 
tion, Dr. Eu  Cheng-kang, has 
cabled an urgent plea to the House 
of Commons and the House of 
Lords after 17 refugees were sent 
back to the mainland within two 
days at the beginning of this month. 

The Hongkong government said 


its decision was taken in order to 
relieve the strain the “illegal im- 
migrants” have put on the British 
colony’s economy and social welfare 
programmes. The Chinese caught 
entering Hongkong, mainly those 
who swim across the bay, will be 
sent back — except those who have 
relatives in Hongkong or abroad 
who are willing to take them, it 
was explained. 

A Hongkong spokesman stated 
that so far about 30,000 Chinese 
who fled the Communist regime on 
the mainland have entered Hong- 
kong during this year, and of this 
total more than 6,000 have been 
classifield ag “illegal immigrants.”

‘There are virtually no Israeli sub- 
seribers to the U.S. patents publi- 
cation, to Mr. Fleisch- 
mann. Not that he {fs anxtous to ex- 
pand the subscription Uist — he 
adds — but it is one indication of 
the interest shown in keeping up 
with technological fmnovation. In 
the U.S., at least, there are some 
60 journals which disseminate much 
of the information (the widely-read 
“Popular Mechanics,” for example, 
utilizes much of the information). 
However, in Israel, there are no 
trade or technical magazines which 
serve this purpose. 
INVENTORS’ CLUBS 

Moreover, there is a great deal 
more awareness of patents and 
their uses in America than In Is- 
rael. There are inventors’ clubs, pub- 
μα fairs, and competitions in the 
U.S., where some 25 per cent of 
the inventions originate with pri- 
vate investors — some of whom 
work at it full time. 

But the failure in Israel is in no 
way the fault of the Patent Office, 
which is of the Justice Min- 
istry. (In the U.S. it is a bureau of 
the Department of Commerce.) Is- 
rael's Commissioner of Patents, Me- 
yer Gabay, who is also deputy At- 
torney-General, has done mucn to 
expand and elevate the prestige of 
the Patent Office, which is con- 
sidered the best among the smaller 
developed nations. 

The office in Israel, according to 
Mr. Gabay, receives about 3,000 
patent applications per year. Of 
these, some 85 per cent arrive from 
foreign firms or individuals, While 


im im most developed countries most 


of the patents are im the fields of 
electronics and engineering (about 
60 per cent), in Israel more than 60 
per cent are in chemistry and 
pharmaceatics, and less than 40 
per cent are in the areas of elec- 
tronics and engineering. 

The 85 per cent to 15 per cent 
ratio (between patents of foreign 
and local origin) is not an un- 
reasonable one, says Mr. Gabay, 
when one considers that many in- 
ventions aré made in defence work 
and must be kept secret. Also, most 
of Israel’s ‘industries are small and 
cannot afford lar, le industrial 
research. (In the U.S., the ΕἸ. L Du 
Pont company alone produces se- 
weral  Chouannds ot: Suvsntons’ erery 
year.

WASTING TIME 


Some of the examiners in the 
Patent Office (it is located on 
Jaffa Road in Jerusalem, opposite 
the Municipality), highly devoted 
to their work, told The Jerusalem 
Post there were many persons who 
wasted their time on an idea that 
could not be granted a patent. The 
procedure of applying is a compli- 
cated one, as is the search which 
has to follow. Because of this, 
there are attorneys who specialize 
in patents — and, in Israel, there 
are licensed patent agents who 
must pass an examination. Never- 
theless, quite 8 few applications 
are put in by individuals who are 
certain to fail — either because 
they go about it the wrong way, or 
because the idea had already been 
patented or an application had 
been filed for it. 

The answer to both inventors and

WHILE OTHER ARAB spokes- 
Men and news commentators 
talk of impending war, Egypt's 
President Sadat yesterday ap- 
peared on U.S. felevision and 
spoke in a more moderate tone. 
Tt was, of course, not the first 
time that Sadat has sought to 
impress upon an American au- 
dience Egypt's reasonableness.
